Public  schools  given  low  grades 
in  teaching  immigrant  children

The  nation’s  most  recent  wave 
of  largely  Asian  and  Latin 
American  immigrants  are  put¬ 
ting  pressures  on  American 
school  systems  which  in  many 
instances  are  failing  to  adequate¬ 
ly  address  their  needs,  according 
to  a  report  released  earlier  this 
month. 

In  a  $250,000  study  by  the 
Boston-based  National  Coalition 
of  Advocates  for  Students,  a 


non-profit  group  addressing  stu¬ 
dent  issues,  public  schools  are 
taken  to  task  for  their  failure  to 
adequately  address  the  needs  of 
the  more  than  2  million  students 
from  the  nation’s  most  recent 
great  immigration  wave. 

The  current  wave  of  immigra¬ 
tion,  which  began  in  the  late 
1960’s,  is  composed  of  legal  im¬ 
migrants,  reftigees  and  un¬ 
documented  immigrants.  Accor- 
ding  to  the  report,  the  current 


immigrant  population  in  the  US 
could  be  as  high  as  15  million. 

The  most  recent  newcomers 
primarily  come  from  Asia,  Mex¬ 
ico,  Central  and  South  America, 
and  Carribean  countries  such  as 
Haiti  and  the  Dominican 
Republic.  According  to  1980  US 
Census  figures,  3  percent  of  the 
documented  immigrants  have 
settled  in  Massachusetts.

First  square  to  be  named  in  honor 
of  Chinese  American  killed  in  battle

For  the  first  time  in  its  43-year 
history,  the  Boston  Chinatown 
Post  No.  328  of  the  American 
Legion  will  hold  a  Hero  Square 
Dedication  in  memory  of  a 
Chinese  American  soldier. 

Honored  in  the  dedication  will 
be  Pfc  George  Oi,  who  died  in 
Germany  March  11,  1945  dur¬ 
ing  the  Battle  of  Remagen 
Bridge.  The  dedication 


ceremony  will  be  held  May  15  at 
10  a.m.  at  the  Chinatown  Gate 
Park  at  the  corner  of  Hudson  and 
Beach  streets,  Boston. 

While  square  and  street  comer 
dedications  to  honor  soldiers 
who  have  died  in  battle  are  a 
common  practice  across  the 
country,  the  Oi  dedication  marks 
the  first  time  that  a  Chinese 
American  will  receive  such  an 
honor  in  the  New  England  area. 


About  70  active  members  of 
the  Chinatown  Post  No.  328  will 
be  on  hand  to  honor  Oi  and 
unveil  the  dedication  plate  that 
will  be  placed  at  the  comer. 

Also  attending  the  ceremony 
will  be  the  United  States  Air 
Force  Band  of  New  England,  the 
American  Legion  Color  Guard 
and  Firing  Sauads,  Boy  Scouts 
of  America  Troop  27o  Color

Allegations  mar  first 
Chinatown  election

Although  the  number  of  votes 
cast  in  the  recent  Chinatown- 
South  Cove  Neighborhood 
Council  election  surpassed  all 
expections,  the  election  was 
marred  by  allegations  that  voting 
guidelines  had  been  violated. 

According  to  the  original 
plan,  all  ballots  were  to  be 
counted  and  the  21  winners  an¬ 
nounced  by  Tuesday  evening, 
but  that  plan  was  changed  after 
the  election  was  contested  and, 
at  one  point,  almost  stopped 
from  continuing.  As  of  Wednes¬ 
day  morning  the  ballots  remain¬ 
ed  uncounted  in  City  Hall. 

The  problems  surrounding  the 
election  apparently  developed  on 
Sunday  when  an  unexpectedly 
large  number  of  voters  appeared 
at  the  polling  site  at  Beech  and 
Harrison  streets,  where  poll 
workers  were  hard-pressed  to 
keep  up  with  the  steady  stream 
of  voters. 

“I  really  think  the  election 
should  be  called  off  and  redone 
the  right  way,”  said  Buckley 
Yung,  a  volunteer  poll  worker  at 
the  Beech  Street  site,  where 
some  1200  votes  were  cast  on 
Sunday  alone. ‘‘At  the  end  of  the 
day  there  were  other  people  who 
felt  the  same  way.” 

‘‘People  didn’t  know  what  to 
vote  for  and  these  candidates 


said:  ‘Vote  for  me’  and  filled 
them  out,”  he  added.  ‘‘It  was 
good  there  was  a  huge  turnout 
but  it  wasn’t  a  legitimate  pro¬ 
cess.” 

Almost  2500  votes  were  cast 
in  the  two-day  election,  which 
marked  the  first  time  that  coun¬ 
cil  members  were  to  be  chosen 
for  new  two-year  terms  in  a 
popular  election.  The  current  21 
members  of  the  council  were  ap¬ 
pointed  by  Mayor  Raymond 
Flynn  in  1985  as  part  of  his  ef¬ 
fort  to  allow  direct  community 
control  over  activities  affecting 
the  neighborhood. 

According  to  Tarry  Hum,  ex¬ 
ecutive  director  of  the 
neighborhood  council,  some 
candidates  and  campaign 
workers  were  filling  out  ballots 
for  voters.  ‘‘There  were  voters 
who  were  told,  ‘if  you  don’t 
know  how  to  fill  it  out,  I’ll  fill  it 
out  for  you,’  ”  she  said. 

In  addition,  voters  were  taking 
ballots  away  from  the  election 
site  and  people  without  proper 
identification  -  documents  show¬ 
ing  the  person’s  name,  address, 
and  if  possible,  social  security 
number  -  were  being  allowed  to 
vote.  Hum  said. 

All  this,  she  added,  led  to  “in¬ 
consistent  enforcement  of  rules 
and  clear  violations  of  some

City  proposes  revised 
Central  Artery  plan

The  city  has  proposed  an  alter¬ 
nate  plan  for  the  Central 
Artery /Third  Harbor  Tunnel 
project  that  it  says  would  keep 
traffic  bound  for  the  Back  Bay 
off  Chinatown  streets. 

Developed  by  the  Boston 
Transportation  Department  in 
conjunction  with  Bruce  Camp¬ 
bell  &  Associates,  Inc.,  the  city 
plan  comes  in  response  to  pro¬ 
jected  local  traffic  increases 
from  construction  of  the  Central 
Artery /Third  Harbor  Tunnel 
project. 

In  developing  its  Central 


Artery  plan,  the  state  has 
presented  two  scenerios  to  move 
traffic  between  the  enlarged 
I-90/I-93  interchange  and  the 
Back  Bay. 

The  first  plan  calls  for  widen¬ 
ing  Herald  Street  to  make  it  a 
two-way  road.  The  second  and 
most  widely  favored  state  plan 
calls  for  a  one-way  westbound 
Marginal  Road  and  a  one-way 
eastbound  Herald  Street. 

Under  the  current  state  plan, 
Marginal  Road  would  serve  as  a 
major  route  to  move  interchange 
traffic  west  to  the  Back  Bay,

Hiroshima  artists  paint  memory  of  war

When  Iri  Maruki  arrived  in 
Hiroshima  three  days  after  the 
atom  bomb  was  dropped,  the 
railway  station  had  disappeared, 
fires  were  burning  everywhere, 
corpses  were  floating  in  the 
river. 

“I  had  the  feeling  I  was  look¬ 
ing  at  something  I  wasn’t  sup¬ 
pose  to  see,”  he  says  in  John 
Junkerman’s  documentary  film, 
“Hell  Fire:  A  Journey  from 
Hiroshima.” 


Nominated  for  a  1988 
academy  award,  the  film  pro¬ 
files  the  lives  of  Iri  and  his  wife, 
Toshi  Maruki,  who  together 
witnessed  the  aftermath  of  the 
atom  bomb  and  together  have 
spent  much  of  their  lives  pain¬ 
ting  it. 

For  more  than  25  years  now, 
the  Marukis  have  collaborated 
on  painting  huge  murals  of  the 
scene  they  witnessed  at 
Hiroshima,  as  well  as  other 
gruesome  episodes  of  20th  Cen¬ 


tury  history. 

Last  month,  they  were  award¬ 
ed  honorary  degrees  by  the 
Massachusetts  College  of  Art  in 
conjunction  with  “Surviving  Vi¬ 
sions,”  an  exhibit  of  their 
murals. 

“It  all  started  with 
Hiroshima,”  says  Iri,  seated 
with  his  wife  and  a  translator  in 
the  Massachusetts  College  of 
Art’s  North  Hill  gallery.  “I 
witnessed  this  terrible  thing  that 

happened  in  Hiroshima.”

The  above  ground 
section  of  the  garage  would  be 
two  stories  high,  Grant  said. 

The  garage  would  be  built  to 
replace  “the  parking  we’re  cur¬ 
rently  renting  under  the 
southeast  expressway,”  he  ex¬ 
plained. 

That  parking,  which  is  behind 
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the  Boston  Herald,  would  no 
longer  be  available  when  con¬ 
struction  of  the  Central 
Artery/Third  Harbor  Tunnel 
project  begins,  Grant  said. 

The  land  on  which  the  parking 
garage  would  be  built  is  owned 
by  the  company  and  is  bounded 
by  Harrison,  Herald  and 
Washington  Streets. 

Grant  said  the  firm,  which 
manufactures  electronic  testing 
equipment,  has  no  current  plans 
to  enlarge  its  Harrison  Avenue 
operation.

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Zone  businesses 
surrender  licenses 


The  number  of  businesses 
operating  in  the  Combat  Zone 
was  further  reduced  last  week 
after  the  licenses  of  five  adult 
entertainment  establishments 
named  in  a  recent  federal  indict¬ 
ment  were  returned  to  the  city. 

According  to  Diane  Modica, 
Commissioner  of  the  Mayor’s 
Office  of  Consumer  Affairs  and 
Licensing,  entertainment 
licenses  for  Capital  Theater  Ar¬ 
cade,  X-Cinema/Videorama, 
and  Peeparama,  all  on 
Washington  Street,  were  return¬ 
ed  to  the  city  last  week  by  at¬ 
torney  Morris  Goldings,  who  is 
representing  Bel-Art  Realty 
Inc.,  the  owner  of  the  property 
on  which  the  three  licensed 
businesses  have  been  operating. 

In  a  letter  sent  to  the  city  licen¬ 
sing  office,  Goldings  said  that 
the  licenses  were  being  returned 
because  Bel-Art  Realty  was  in 
the  process  of  selling  the  proper¬ 
ty  on  which  they  had  been 
operating. 

In  the  letter,  Goldings  said  he 
had  come  into  possession  of  the 
licenses  but  emphasized  that  he 
was  not  representing  the  owners 
of  the  businesses,  Modica  said. 

The  three  businesses  were 
recently  named  in  an  indictment 
charging  Bel-Art  Reality  and 
suspended  attorney  Daniel  F. 


Leary  with  allegedly  conspiring 
to  use  phony  names  to  acquire 
licenses  for  businesses  operating 
on  Bel-Art  property  in  the  Com¬ 
bat  Zone. 

Modica  said  a  hearing  has 
been  scheduled  for  May  11  to 
determine  if  the  businesses  are 
closing  permanently  and  if  fac¬ 
tual  misrepresentations  were 
made  when  applying  for  the 
licenses  as  alleged  in  the  Bel-Art 
indictment. 

“I  haven’t  heard  from  any  of 
the  duly  licensed  operators  of 
these  premises,”  Modica  said 
last  week. 

In  another  development, 
entertainment  licenses  were  ter¬ 
minated  for  the  Side  Street 
Bookstore,  16  LaGrange  St., 
and  Half  Price  Bookstore  and 
Video,  628-636  Washington  St., 
after  attorneys  for  the  owners  in¬ 
formed  the  licensing  office  that 
they  would  not  be  renewing  their 
“peepshow ’’licenses.  The  two 
businesses,  however,  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  operate  as  bookstores.

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the  recent  Bel- Art  indictment. 

In  a  related  matter,  the  license 
for  an  adult  video  store,  646 
Washington  St.,  has  been 
suspended  after  the  operator 
failed  to  show  up  for  a  hearing  to 
investigate  apparent  ownership 
discrepancies,  Modica  said. 

The  recent  developments 
leave  less  than  a  dozen  adult 
entertainment  establishments  left 
in  the  Combat  Zone,  compared 
to  the  29  that  were  operating  in 
1986  and  the  17  that  were 
operating  as  of  January  1988. 

While  noting  that  the  Combat 
Zone  is  still  zoned  for  adult 
entertainment  and  new 
businesses  could  open  there, 
Modica  suggested  that  economic 
pressures  in  the  area  may  be  for¬ 
cing  the  closing  of  its  adult 
entertainment  businesses.

largely  European  immigrants, 
the  most  recent  newcomers  are 
from  Third  World  countries, 
and  many,  specifically  those 
from  Asian  countries,  speak 
languages  whose  sentence  struc¬ 
ture  and  alphabet  have  little  rela¬ 
tion  to  English. 

At  the  same  time,  though, 
some  69  percent  of  recent  Asian 
immigrants  are  literate  in 
English,  and  the  education  level 
of  many  new  immigrants  is 
generally  superior  to  that  of 
previous  immigrants,  the  report 
said. 

According  to  the  report,  New 
York,  California,  Florida, 
Texas  and  Massachusetts  are 
some  of  the  states  with  the 
largest  immigrant  populations. 
Their  average  age,  the  study 


said,  is  for  the  most  part 
significantly  below  that  of  native 
bom  Americans. 

In  addition,  immigrants  are 
not  evenly  dispersed  throughout 
the  country  but  have  tended  to 
settle  in  several  major 
metropolitan  areas,  where  their 
large  numbers  sometimes  tax 
local  school  systems,  the  study 
said. 

According  to  1980  US  Cen¬ 
sus  figures, almost  40  percent  of 
the  new  immigrants  lived  in 
either  Los  Angeles  or  New 
York.  Asian  immigrants  settled 
most  often  in  Los  Angeles,  San 
Francisco  and  New  York,  the 
figures  show. 

The  report  also  notes  that  the 
demographics  of  the  US  will  be 
changing  drastically  by  the  year 
2050,  when  the  white  population 
will  have  decreased  from  80  per¬ 
cent  to  60  percent,  while  the 
Asian  population  will  have  in¬ 
creased  to  as  high  as  10  percent 
and  the  Hispanic  population 
doubled  to  15  percent. 

According  to  the  study,  im¬ 
migrant  students  in  the  nation’s 
schools  are  receiving  inadequate 
bilingual  language  instruction, 
with  many  schools  offering  no 
special  services  for  limited 
English  proficient  students. 

Other  problems  for  immigrant 
students  include  insensitivity  on 
the  part  of  school  officials  to  im¬ 
migrants’  native  cultures;  inap¬ 
propriate  use  of  placement  prac¬ 
tices,  such  as  standardized 
testing;  rigid  grade  placement 
and  grade  retention;  and 
misclassification  of  immigrants 
as  handicapped  or  mentally 
retarded.

that  schools  lack  adequate  sup¬ 
port  staff  and  services  for  im¬ 
migrant  students,  and  teachers 
generally  lack  the  language 
skills,  cultural  sensitivity,  and 
ethnic  diversity  to  help  them. 

According  to  the  report,  many 
of  the  most  recent  wave  of  im¬ 
migrants  suffer  from  serious 
trauma  as  the  result  of  violence 
witnessed  in  their  homelands. 

Many  have  also  been 
separated  from  their  families 
and  the  clash  of  cultures  that 
they  experience,  along  with 
economic  struggles  and  racial 
tensions,  lead  to  added  dif¬ 
ficulties  for  students. 

The  report  makes  a  number  of 
recommendations  to  federal, 
state  and  local  agencies  to  im¬ 
prove  the  education  of  im¬ 
migrant  children  in  the  nation’s 
schools,  including  the  following 
to  local  school  systems: 

*  Establish  an  atmosphere  that  is 
open  and  friendly  to  immigrants 
and  respectful  of  their  native 
cultures. 

*  Assure  that  immigrant  students 
are  taught  with  a  diverse  group 
of  students,  rather  than 
separated  from  the  mainstream 
and  placed  in  low-expectation 
groups  which  reduce  self¬ 
esteem. 

*  Alter  promotional  policies  so 
that  immigrant  children  are  not 
stopped  from  being  promoted 
because  of  problems  resulting 
from  language  and  cultural  ad¬ 
justments. 

*  Evaluate  student  progress  us¬ 
ing  a  variety  of  assessment 
techniques  rather  than  standar¬ 
dized  tests. 

*  Provide  “English  Plus” 
language  services  to  all  limited 
English  proficient  students.  The 
“Plus”  may  range  from  respect¬ 
ful  support  of  the  student’s 

primary  culture  and  language  to 
extensive  instruction  in  that 
language  depending  upon  need 
and  resources. 

*  Hire  bilingual/bicultural  pro¬ 
fessional  ana  paraprofessional 
staff  so  that  immigrant  students 
have  appropriate  role  models.

while  Herald  would  serve  as  an 
eastbound  connector. 

Although  the  state  plan  also 
calls  for  closing  the  current 
Beech  Street  expressway  exit  to 
reduce  traffic  on  Beech  and 
Kneeland  streets  and  keep  traffic 
off  the  central  streets  of 
Chinatown,  it  also  calls  for 
substantial  traffic  increases  on 
Marginal  Road. 

The  Chinatown  community, 
meanwhile,  is  concerned  about 
traffic  increases  on  Herald  Street 
and  Marginal  Road  -  especially 
Marginal  Road,  which  borders 
the  Josiah  Quincy  School  and 
Quincy  Tower  residences. 

Morevoer,  heavy  traffic  on 
either  street  would  serve  as  an 
added  obstacle  for  pedestrians 
moving  from  Chinatown  to  the 
South  End  side  of  the 
Massachusetts  Turnpike,  where 
Chinatown  has  been  expanding 
in  recent  years. 

According  to  state  traffic 
figures,  average  1987  daily  traf¬ 
fic  volume  on  Herald  Street  was 
31,000  cars  and  on  Marginal 
Road  11,000  cars.  Under  the 
state  Central  Artery  plan  with  a 
one-way  Herald  and  a  one-way 
Marginal,  Herald  traffic  for  the 
year  2010  would  decrease  to 
30,000  cars  daily  and  Marginal 
traffic  would  rise  to  26,000  cars 
daily  -  more  than  double  the  cur¬ 
rent  figure. 

Under  the  proposed  city  plan, 
the  2010  traffic  figure  for 
Herald  would  be  reduced  to 
21,000  from  the  current  31,000, 
while  the  Marginal  Road  figure 
would  remain  the  same  at 
11,000. 

According  to  Chi-Hsin  Shao, 
deputy  commissioner  of  the 
Boston  Transportation  Depart¬ 
ment,  the  city  plan  “basically 
grew  out  of  comr'  nity  concerns 
that  Marginal  Road  should  not 
be  used  for  regional  traffic.” 
Rather  than  use  Marginal  Road 
as  an  extension  of  the  highway 
system,  the  city  wants  to  keep 
regional  traffic  on  the  turnpike, 
he  explained. 

As  part  of  the  city  plan,  a 
number  of  alterations  would  be 
made  on  the  turnpike,  including 
the  following: 

*  The  existing  on-ramp  in  the 
vicinity  of  Cortes  Street  would 
be  replaced  with  a  westbound 
off-ramp  and  the  direction  of 
traffic  on  Cortes  Street  would  be 
reversed. 

*  The  westbound  turnpike 
would  be  widened  to  four  lanes 
from  Harrison  Avenue  to  Arl¬ 
ington  Street. 

*  Marginal  Road  would  be 
narrowed  by  at  least  one  lane. 

*  The  westbound  turnpike  on- 
ramp  at  Arlington  would  be 
eliminated. 

*  The  Seaport  Access  Road 
link  to  Marginal  Road  would  be 
eliminated. 

*  An  eastbound  turnpike  on- 
ramp  would  be  constructed. 

*  One-way  Herald  Street  ex¬ 
tension  constructed  from 
Clarendon/Columbus  Streets  to 
Tremont  Street. 

According  to  Herbert 
Prichard,  a  spokesman  for 
Bechtel/Parsons  Brickerhoff, 
the  designer  of  the  state  project, 
the  state  has  been  notified  of  the 
city  plan.  He  added  that  it’s  now 
up  to  turnpike  officials  to  decide 
if  they  want  to  study  the  plan  to 


determine  if  it’s  practical. 

“I  think  the  state  has  an  open 
mind  on  this  issue,  Prichard 
said,  “but  the  first  step  is  to  find 
out  if  it’s  doable.” 

Shao,  meanwhile,  suggested 
that  turnpike  officials  might 
frown  on  the  city  plan  because 
“the  turnpike  authority  has  a 
policy  that  the  users  of  the 
system  should  pay”  and  the  city 
plan  would  mean  allowing  “part 
of  the  system  to  carry  vehicles 
without  paying  the  turnpike 
authority.  ’ 

Asked  if  the  city  plan  is 
workable,  Shao  answered  that, 
“based  on  our  analyses,  the 
answer  is  yes,  the  answer  is  very 
positive.” 

Tarry  Hum,  executive  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Chinatown-South 
Cove  Neighborhood  Council, 
said  the  city’s  plan  “is  very 
much  preferred  over  the  state’s 
plan.” 

According  to  Hum,  the 
neighborhood’s  priority  is  “to 
minimize  the  amount  of  regional 
traffic  on  Herald  Street  and 
Marginal  Road”  to  keep  them 
safe  for  pedestrians. 


Candidates  vow  to  appoint  Asians 
if  elected  President  in  November 


The  three  candidates  still 
seeking  the  presidency  have 
each  promised  to  appoint  Asian 
Americans  to  policy-making 
decisions  if  elected  in 
November,  according  to  the  In¬ 
terim  Coordinating  Committee 
for  Chinese  Americans. 

Founded  by  S.B.  Woo  and 
Anna  Chennault  in  St.  Louis  in 
1986,  the  ICCCA  was  formed  to 
persuade  candidates  seeking 
campaign  contributions  to  vow 
to  appoint  qualified  Chinese 
Americans  to  decision-making 
positions  in  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment. 

In  a  declaration  signed  by 
thousands  of  people,  the  com¬ 
mittee  calls  on  presidential  can¬ 
didates  to  commit  to  appointing 
qualified  Chinese  Americans  to 
fill  at  least  three  major  policy¬ 
making  positions  in  various 
branches  of  the  government. 

The  group  also  noted  the 
absence  of  Chinese  Americans 
on  the  Civil  Rights  Commission, 


the  National  Science  Board,  the 
Equal  Employment  Opportunity 
Commission,  the  Immigration 
and  Naturalization  Service  and 
the  Small  Business  Administra¬ 
tion. 

In  a  letter  sent  to  the  commit¬ 
tee,  Massachusetts  Gov. 
Michael  S.  Dukakis,  who  is 
favored  to  win  the  Democratic 
nomination,  noted  that  “Asian- 
Americans  have  held  influential 
positions  in  my  administration  as 
Governor.” 

“I  have  no  hesitation,”  he 
continued,  “in  stating  my  firm 
intention  to  have  Chinese  and 
other  Asian-Americans  serve  in 
policy-making  roles  in  my  ad¬ 
ministration  (from  the  executive 
branch  to  the  judiciary)  when  I 
am  President.” 

Dukakis  noted  that  while 
Asian-Americans  “rank  among 
our  greatest  success  stories,” 
they  “have  clearly  been  under¬ 
represented  in  the  federal 
government  -  much  to  this  coun¬ 


try’s  detriment.” 

In  his  letter  to  the  committee, 
The  Rev.  Jesse  L.  Jackson,  who 
is  also  seeking  the  Democratic 
nomination,  said  “Chinese 
Americans  and  Asian  and 
Pacific  Americans  should  be  ap¬ 
pointed  to  key  posts  throughout 
the  federal  government  from  the 
executive  branch  to  the  judicial 
system.” 

Jackson  also  noted  that  there 
are  no  Chinese  Americans  on  the 
Civil  Rights  Commission  or  the 
Equal  Employment  Opportunity 
Commission  and  that  there  was  a 
need  for  them  at  the  Small 
Business  Administration, 
Minority  Business  Development 
Agency,  and  the  Immigration 
and  Naturalization  Service. 

Also  vowing  to  appoint 
Chinese  Americans  to  his  ad- 
minsitration  was  Republican 
candidate  and  Vice  President 
George  Bush,  who  wrote  that  he 
“would  vigorously  seek  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  qualified  Chinese 
Americans  and  Asian  Americans 
to  decision-making  positions  in 
the  executive  branch  and  the 
nomination  of  such  individuals 
to  the  federal  judiciary.”

George  Oi  was  b  om  in 
Charlestown  and  lived  for  a  time 
at  11  Austin  Street,  in  a  house 
which  has  'since  been  torn  down. 
His  family  eventually  moved  to 
Chinatown  where  he  spent  most 
of  his  youth. 

After  joining  the  US  Army  at 


the  age  of  18,  George  traveled  to 
New  York  City,  where  he  brief¬ 
ly  met  with  his  brother  Henry 
before  setting  sail  for  Europe  in 
November,  1944.  Like  George, 
Henry  was  also  a  volunteer 
Chinese  American  soldier  dur¬ 
ing  World  War  II  and  was 
en  route  to  Texas,  where  he 
would  serve  as  an  instructor  on  a 
training  command. 

George  volunteered  to  serve 
as  the  “point  man”  to  scout  the 


battle  ground  during  the  Battle 
of  Remagen  Bridge.  He  was  kill¬ 
ed  instantly  by  the  direct  hit  of  a 
German  mortar  shell. 

Oi’s  family  received  a  Brown 
Star  and  a  Purple  Heart  for  his 
show  of  bravery.  He  is  now  sur¬ 
vived  by  his  brother  Henry  Oi  of 

Canton,  and  Rhoda  Wong  Lee 
of  New  York.

Iri  remembers  clearly  the  mo¬ 
ment  he  realized  something  ter¬ 
rible  had  happened  there.  He 
recalls  how  he  saw  a  tiny  notice 
of  the  Hiroshima  bombing  in  the 
Tokyo  newspaper;  it  was  hidden 
away  in  the  paper,  he  says,  it 
was  hard  to  see.  His  family  lived 
just  outside  the  city  of 
Hiroshima,  so  there  was  no  time 
to  waste.. 

He  quickly  boarded  a  train, 
arriving  in  Hiroshima  three  days 
later  to  witness  the  massive 
destruction  of  the  “death  ray,” 
as  the  people  there  had  begun  to 
call  it. 

Joined  shortly  after  by  his 
wife,  Iri,  the  two  artists  spent 
the  next  month  looking  after 
Iri’s  family,  including  his  father 
who  would  eventually  die  from 
the  effects  of  the  bomb. 


They  spent  their  time  seeking 
food  and  looking  after  members 
of  Iri’s  family,  some  of  whom 
had  either  been  injured  or  died 
in  the  bombing,  Toshi  says. 

Already  established  artists 
before  the  war,  the  Marukis 
returned  to  their  work  when  the 
war  ended,  trying  to  paint 
“peace  and  happiness”  as  Toshi 
explains  in  the  Junkerman  film, 
but  finding  that  a  darkness  seem¬ 
ed  to  emerge  in  their  work. 

Toshi,  who  suffered  from 
radiation  sickness  after  leaving 
Hiroshima,  recalls  the  first  time 
she  tried  to  paint  what  she 
witnessed.  It  was  a  rainy  night 
three  years  later,  she  says.  She 
took  off  her  clothes  and  started 
to  paint  herself.  She  painted

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again  and  again  til  she  found 
what  she  was  looking  for.  It  was 
an  emotional  moment  when  she 
and  Iri  stood  before  their  work 
and  realized  what  had  emerged. 

What  she  and  her  husband 
began  to  paint  that  first  rainy 
night  would  eventually  become 
the  first  of  the  large  Hiroshima 
paintings;  it  was  an  ink  painting 
in  black  and  white  called  “The 
Ghosts”  and  it  depicts  a  crowd 
of  ghostly  naked  figures, 
crouched  together  after  the 
bomb  has  been  dropped.  What 
you  notice  immediately  are  the 
hands  reaching  out  for  help, 
groping  through  the  dark. 

“When  we  finished  the 
ghosts,”  Toshi  says.  “We 
thought  we  had  painted 
Hiroshima  and  that  would  be  the 

1  end  of  it.”  As  it  turned  out, 

2  though,  the  reception  the  work 
Z  received  would  be  a  turning 
Z  point. 

Z  Toshi  recalls  a  decisive  mo- 
2  ment  that  led  them  deeper  into 
Z  their  work.

rules.” 

“We  can’t  say  that  the 
Chinatown-South  Cove  council 
was  elected  in  a  fair  manner  and 
that’s  what  this  is  all  about,” 
said  Hum  of  the  move  by  some 
council  members  and  others  to 
contest  the  election. 

Hum  said  that  seven  to  twelve 
people  were  clearly  involved 
“in  filling  out  ballots,  in  taking 
voters  and  saying,  ‘give  me  your 
ballot,  I  know  how  to  fill  it  out 
for  you.’  ” 

“The  campaigners  were  like 
hawks,”  she  said,  looking  over 
people’s  shoulders  to  see  how 
they  were  voting.  “People  need¬ 
ed  time,”  she  said,  “but  weren’t 
given  time.” 

“Staffers  were  giving  ballots 
out  without  checking  I.  D.’s,”  she 
said.  “People  were  walking 
away  from  the  table  with  ballots. 
It  was  a  farce.” 

“I  didn’t  think  it  was  going 
on,”  she  added.  “I  actually 
observed  it  going  on.” 

“These  problems  were 
repeatedly  brought  to  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  Yon  Lee,”  said  Hum. 
“And  he  did  nothing  to  address 
those  concerns.”  Lee,  liason  to 
the  Chinese  community  from  the 
Mayor’s  Office  of 
Neighborhood  Services,  agreed 
to  monitor  the  election  for  the 
community  council. 

According  to  Hum,  the  deci¬ 
sion  to  contest  the  election  and 


the  move  to  suspend  it  on  Mon¬ 
day  was  a  “collective  decision” 
by  some  council  members  and 
volunteers,  whom  she  declined 
to  identify. 

‘  ‘There  is  active  protest  about 
counting  the  ballots  tomorrow,” 
Hum  said  Monday  afternoon. 
“We  don’t  want  this  to 
happen.” 

“The  mayor  would  be  asham¬ 
ed  if  he  knew  what  was  going  on 
at  the  voting  site,”  she  added. 

“I  feel  that  it  was  chaotic,” 
said  council  member  Carol  Lee 
of  the  voting.  “I  felt  that  certain 
judgement  calls  were  really 
off.” 

Lee  said  “there  was  no  con¬ 
trol  over  the  voting  process,” 
I.D.’s  weren’t  being  properly 
checked,  and  voters  were  being 
told  how  to  vote.  There’s  a  “dif¬ 
ference,”  she  said,  “between 
helping  someone  vote  and  telling 
them  who  to  vote  for  and  filling 
out  their  ballots.” 

Furthermore,  she  said,  “in  a 
regular  election,  candidates  and 
campaigners  can’t  be  within  a 
certain  range.” 

“Some  candidates  were  upset 
that  other  candidates  wouldn’t 
be  stopped”  when  pursuing 
voters,  she  added. 

Yon  Lee,  meanwhile, 
disagreed  with  the  charges  level¬ 
ed  against  him  as  well  as  the 
alleged  voting  irregularities,  ex¬ 
plaining  that  part  of  the  problem 
was  due  to  the  large  number  of 
voters.  “Yesterday  we  had  eight 
people  and  we  still  couldn’t  do 
the  job,”  Lee  said  on  Monday. 


“I  believe  we  handled  the 
crowd,”  he  said.  “We  were 
overwhelmed,  of  course.” 

In  answering  charges  that  he 
failed  to  act  on  alleged  voting 
violations,  Lee  said  it  was  his 
understanding  that  the  council 
gave  him  the  responsibility  to 
make  judgement  calls  on  verify¬ 
ing  voters  identifications. 

In  certain  instances,  he  said, 
he  allowed  people  to  vote  who 
hadn’t  the  required  identification 
because  he  knew  them  and  could 
therefore  verify  their  eligibility. 
“The  council  gave  me  the  final 
decision  on  that,”  he  said. 

In  other  elections,  as  well  as  in 
the  Chinatown  one  this  week, 
voters  are  allowed  to  have  so¬ 
meone  help  them  with  the  voting 
procedure,  Lee  said.  “It’s  not 
really  in  my  power  to  say  you 
can’t  help  them,”  he  added. 

Lee,  meanwhile,  said  that  a 
sign  at  the  Quincy  school  Mon¬ 
day,  saying  “No  voting  til  fur¬ 
ther  notice, ’’was  inappropriate 
and  that  whoever  was  responsi¬ 
ble  for  putting  it  up  didn’t  have 
the  power  to  stop  the  election. 

After  consulting  with  the  of¬ 
fice  of  neighborhood  services 
and  the  election  commission,  he 
determined  that  the  election 
could  not  be  called  off.  He  said 


signs  stating  that  the  election 
was  being  contested  were  allow¬ 
ed  to  be  put  up  at  the  polling 
sites. 

Meanwhile,  at  a  Monday 
night  meeting  attended  by 
almost  half  the  council 
members,  it  was  determined  that 
the  ballots  would  be  counted 
Tuesday. 

The  neighborhood  council  is 
scheduled  to  meet  Wednesday  to 
discuss  the  validity  of  the  elec¬ 
tion. 

Although  the  ballots  were  to 
be  counted  Tuesday,  Lee  ap¬ 
parently  decided  to  postpone  the 
count  til  the  election  allegations 
were  resolved. 

Lee  said  that  originally  he  was 
suppose  to  count  the  ballots,  but 
since  there  were  almost  2500 
rather  than  the  500  that  had  been 
expected,  he  asked  the  city 
election  department  for  help, 
which  apparently  decided  not  to 
get  involved  with  the  ballot 
counting  after  the  city  received  a 
call  saying  a  civil  complaint 
would  be  filed  regarding  the 
election. 

A  number  of  people  also  noted 
that  it  was  the  first  time  an  elec¬ 
tion  of  this  kind  had  been  held  in 
Chinatown  and  that  it  was  in¬ 


evitable  that  certain  problems 
would  develop.  “The  election  is 
an  education  process,”  said 
Glenn  Braverman  of  the  Chinese 
Economic  Development  Council 
and  a  poll  worker  Monday. 
“Unfortunaltely  Chinatown  had 
to  suffer.” 

Meanwhile,  Pancho  Chang,  a 
member  of  the  council  and  ex¬ 
ecutive  director  of  the  South 
Cove  Community  Health 
Center,  said  that,  despite  the 
disputes  surrounding  the  elec¬ 
tion,  he  was  “tremendously  im¬ 
pressed”  with  the  number  of 
people  who  turned  out  to  vote. 

“Noone  knew  how  to  deal 
with  all  those  people,”  he  said. 
“It’s  very  hard  to  discount  the 
value  of  all  those  votes.” 

Chang,  moreover,  disagreed 
with  the  move  on  Monday  to 
cancel  the  voting,  saying,  “I 
think  suspending  elections  isn’t 
something  one  or  two  people 
do.” 

“I’d  like  people  to  step 
back,”  he  added.  “I  think 
there’s  a  lot  to  be  proud  of.”
